REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 recites, inter alia, a peripheral magnetic pattern that is formed so as to 

surround said dielectric pattern by drying a magnetic body paste applied to said substrate and 
peeling the dried magnetic body paste from the substrate. 

Claim 6 recites, inter alia, dielectric pattern that is formed so as to surround said 
central magnetic pattern, and a peripheral magnetic pattern that is formed so as to surround said 
dielectric pattern. 

Claim 10 recites, inter alia, the dielectric pattern surrounds the center magnetic pattern 
and separates the center magnetic pattern from the peripheral magnetic pattern, the plurality of 
composite sheets has a flat continuous surface. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, 
nor would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
